'It has been my policy to refuse 


to answer all attacks made upon me 
by Mrs. Hart, thru the public press 
or otherwise," the sttaement said. 


"Some months ago when it was 


stated in the press that documents 
were being prepared and a suit for 
divorce about to be filed, charging 
me with physical violence toward my 
wife, I made a brief statement brand- 
ing these charges as villainous, ma- 
licious and wicked falsehoods. 


"Since that time, seven months ago, 


against all attacks made upon me, I 
have remained silent. Nor would I 
speak now except to protect abso- 
llutely the Interests of my only son. 


Hart, September 6, 1922. 


"I deny that I ever made any trust I 


or other provision for the support of 1 
any child other than my own son j 
above mentioned.

"At the present time, under settle- j 


ment made May 12, 1922, my wife is 
receiving from the $19,400 yearly and 
she has 1103,000 held in trust for her. 


"All this stuff which was printed in 


a paper here today is false and is 
evidently given out by Mrs. Hart for 
the purpose of coercing me and for- 
cing me to comply with her further 
demands. 


"My son has ?100,000 held in trust 


for him. 


"All these published attacks have 


evidently been made to coerce me 
into paying more money, and this is 
plainly shown .by letters written by 
one of the biggest film producers in i 
the United States, whose name it is 
not necessary to publish, written to 
Mr. William Grossman, my attorney 
in New York City."

URGES BARRING 
OF SPECULATION 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—Charg- 


ing that the federal reserve .board, 
by financing speculators, is respon- 
sible for Increased sugar prices, Rep- 
resentative King, of Illinois a member 
of the house banking and currency 
committee today demanded that the 
board force banks to quit aiding su- 
gar speculators. 


"If the federal reserve board re- 


fused to rediscount further notes and 
acceptances based on sugar transac- 
tions, and ordered banks notrto--aid 
in financing sugar speculation, 
the 


price of sugar would drop at once," 
King said. 


King declared that talk of prose- 


cuting sugar profiteers was "bunk" 
as long as the federal reserve board 
finances the speculators. 


"The present high price of sugar is 


due almost entirely to financing of 
speculators thru thefederal 
reserve 


system," he continued, "this financ- 
ing enabled the speculators to hold 
sugar off the market and boost the 
price. 


"The federal reserve system, which 


the board dominates, has more to do 
with the rise and fall of commodltj- 
Piices^-thaH-1 any other institution;-fa 
the United States. The credit which 
is extended to speculators by the 
federal reserve banks is really tne 
credit of the United States."

Charles L. Sharp may collect his 


Judgment of $6,750 from the county 
of Lancaster and the Burlington rail- 
road, because of injuries sustained in 
an accident at the subway crossing of 
the O street road under the Burling- 
ton railroad, five miles west of Lin- 
coln, on the evening of October S, 
1920. 
The verdict of the district 


court is affirmed in a decision handed 
down by the supreme court Tuesday. 


Mr. Sharp was an insurance solici- 


tor earning between $5,000 and $6,000 
a year. He was flffy-one years of 
age at the time of the accident He 
was driving to Lincoln about 7:30 or 
8 p. m. from the west on the O street 
road. He disclaimed knowledge of 
the pier in the. middle of the bridge 
that carries the railroad over the 
highway. A wind was .blowing and 
much dust was in the air. Because 
of weather conditions be found it dif- 
ficult to avoid accidents with other 
cars, many of them not turning on 
their dimmers as they approached. 
He was driving a Ford car. He passed 
a car just before reaching the over- 
head crossing of the railroad. lie bad 
driven off near the side of the paving 
to avoid that car. 
Then he turned 


his car into the center of the road 
and proceeded. When he struck the 
pier under the bridge he thought he 
had hit a telephone pole. Nearby 
residents heard the crash and found 
Sharp crumpled over his steering 
wheel.

Why You Should Remember 
That Milk Is a Fine Food

UST now I received a report cm the weight of chil- 
dren who visited the January Health Exposition in 
New York city. In all, 18,130 children were care- 


fully measured and weighed. 


It most not be believed that every child who fails 


to conform to the accepted standards is of necessity an 
abnormal and diseased person. But where the under- 
weight is marked, it raises the suspicion of lack of 
nourishment and proper feeding. 


There is remarkable uniformity in the physical de- 


velopment of children. For a given height and age, the 
weight is pretty definitely determined. If the weight is 
materially different from the average, it should lead the 
DR- 


parents to investigate the possible causes for such a deviation. 


At the Health Exposition, 9973 boys were measured and weighed. 


these, 4186, or 42 per cent-. were under- 
weight. 


Of 8157 girls measured and weighed. 


4424, or 46 per cent-, were below the 
accepted weight. 


I wish we might feel sure every child 


on this continent, every child In the 
world. Is sheltered and fed as he should 
be. Of course, we cannot have this con- 
fidence. On the contrary, we know that 
many a child is deprived of essential 
foods. 


When we seek for the causes of un- 


dernourishment and underweight It Is 
found that Ignorance and neglect are 
almost as common as poverty. We flnd, 
too, that it Is not the poor a«id the 
illiterate parents who are the chief of- 
fenders. 
Undernourishment Is almost 


as prevalent in the home* of tlie rich 
and the Intellectual. 


One of the great mistakes of child 


feeding Is the substitution of "cambric 
tea," weak tea and coffee and other 
beverages for milk. You see, we do not 
give milk to children for beverage pur- 
poses. We give It to them because milk 
is a food—a vital. ' health-giving and 
growth-promoting food. 


I wish I could get every mother to 
understand that every child, no matter 
what his age, needs milk. Every child 
needs milk every day. Bach child needs 
quantities of milk. 
Try to get this idea firmly filed m 


your mind. Milk is not a beverage—it 
is a food—the most important food a 
child can have. Every child should have 
one quart of milk each day. No matter 
•what its price may be, this food Is the 
cheapest that can be bought, and. with-

RADIO IN THE HOME

Some Hint* 


The 8ing!«-Circult Set. 


It is Impossible to give fulh and ex- 


plicit directions as to bow to operate 
any radio receiving set. It is much 
like riding a bicycle; you can tell a 
man the general principles of it, but 
he has got to get on the machine and 
fall off two or three times before he 
really learns the fine points. Nothing 
but experience and experiment will 
teach you to ride a bicycle or to oper- 
ate a receiving set. 


There are, however, certain general 


On Tuning. 


The variable condenser (No. 5) will 


be found to bo most efficient and 
convenient for getting the sharp ad- 
justment of waiie lengths and the 
rotor of the variocoupler (No. o and 7) 
will govern your regeneration. 


Frequently turning this rotor of the 


variocoupler will make a whistling or 
a hissing in the phones. This is a 
good sign, aud sbxrwB that your bulb is 
oscillating. Iu other words, you have 
a good bulb and yon have plenty of 
)uice in your batteries and the set is 


This is the standard form for mounting the single-circuit' set, and the 


figures show the order In which the instruments should be manipulated 
to tune in signals. 


directions which will probably help 
the beginner, and as I have-had a 
great many letters requesting some 
such advice, it seems well at this time 
to tajfe up one or two of the best 
known circuits and give a few hints as 
to how a beginner should go about 
finding signals on them. 


I am showing in the illustration, the 


usual panel mounting for the single- 
circuit regenerative hook-up. This is 
perhaps the most common form of 
radio receiving sets and is used by 
more beginners than any other circuit. 


The panel in this particular case 


shows on the 
left the aerial and 


ground binding post. 
Next to that 


comes the dial which controls the 
variable condenser and next to that 
the dial which -controls the vario- 
coupler above which are the two 
switch blades and circles of contact 
points, the one on the left marked No. 
4 being for the fine adjustment which 
usually means that each contact is 
connected to an individusfl turn of 
wire and the one on the right marked 
No. 2 bpinsr the rough adjustment 
which usually is called the "tens" tap. 
To the right of that again are the 
peel-holes for the bulb and below that 
the rheostat for controlling the bril- 
liancy at which the bulb burns. The 
rheostat handle is marked 1 and 6. 


The first thing- to do, In tuning this 


set, Is to turn the rheostat to the 
right until you hear a hissing In the 
telephones. Then No. 2, you try the' 
tens tap or rough adjustment switch. 
Ordinarily" for broadcast concerts the 
360 -meters will be found on the tap 
which includes about three-fifths of 
the total number .of turns on the out- 
side of the coil of the variocoupler and 
the 400-meter concerts will be found 
with almost the full number of turns. 


With No. 2 - adjusted where you 


think It ought to be, you turn th<j rotor 
of 'our variocoupler back and forth 
(Nc 3) and if this does not give say 
sign of a signal, move the switch blade 
on the tens tap. No. 2 again, and con' 
tinue turning the rotor, No. 3, until 
you get a slight sounder signals. 


Then with the faint sound of signals j 


in your phones, move the fine adjust- 
ment switch, No. 4. until you get them 
as strong as possible, and then move 
the dial of the variable condenser, No. 
5, until :-ou again get maximum 
strength. 


Then turn your rheostat back and 


forth slowly until you get maximum 
strength there (No. 6), and then try 
again on the rotor of the vario- 
coupler, No. 7. 


in a sensitive condition In wblch It is 
likely to do the best work. 


Ordinarily the best strength of sig- 


nals will be found with either the 
rotor or the vA-iable condenser tuned 
just a little below or above this whis- 
tling point or else with the rheostat 
turned just a little dimmer than It 
was when the bulb began to whistle. 


This Is only a general idea of the 


way to proceed in tuning this set, but 
it is sufficient to start the amateur, 
and then constant practice will soon 
make it second nature to him to find I 
the signals just where he expects them.

AVIATION CONTROL 


FAYOREDBY HOUSE 


Advances Bill That Creates State 


Boafd to license Pilots Who 


Would Carry Passengers 


Into Upper Air. 


In committee of the whole Tuesday 


morning the house advanced to third 
reading H. R. 462, by Smiley. 
This 


creates a state board of aviation that 
lives off the $25 license fees that will
